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An extremely serious tendency on 
the part of the war labor board is 


developing which threatens to be- | 
come a main cause for stoppage of 


work, victimizing both the employer 
and employe. Already decisions in 
a number of cases, due to incon- 
sistent action taken by the war 
labor board and the failure to ap- 
preciate all of the circumstances 
involved, have resulted in the inter- 
ruption of production in vital in- 
dustries. Because of the growing 
apprehension on the part of the 
California State Federation of Labor 
that this condition will undoubtedly 
increase unless something is done 
immediately to arrest its develop- 
ment, it is mandatory to call the 
attention of all the unions to what 
is actually happening. 

To explain this tendency, which is 
typical, we will recite the facts of 
a recent case involving the build- 
ing and construction trades on such 


an important project as the Kes- 
wick dam 
In drawing up a_ contract 


with the contractors, the unions 
naturally could not anticipate 
what the wage rate would be at 
the time operations were started 
and so made provision for sub- 
sequent wage adjustments. This 
matter came up some months 
ago, and the unions negotiating 
the wage revisions with the 
company reached an accord to 
increase the rates so that they 
would be equal to the wage 
rates paid for these occupations 
in the area and in the same 
industry. As an example, the 
earpenters in the whole area 
are receiving $1.50 an_ hour, 
while the workers at the Kes- 
wick project are only receiving 
$1.37'6. The company agreed 
that this was a wage inequality 
and concurred in the unions’ 
request to wipe out the in- 
equality. A form 10, signed 
jointly by the union and the 
company, was thereupon filed 
with the tenth regional war 
labor board, and subsequently 
the wage stabilization division 
of this board approved the 
wage increase. 

Some time later, however, upon 
the application of the Pacific con 
struction contractors, building the 
Shasta dam, but not the Keswick 
dam, the tenth regional war labor 
board overruled its own wage 
stabilization division and rejected 
the wage increase. Note that the 
Pacific construction contractors 
were not involved in this wage 
increase, yet intervened as a third 
party and obtained satisfaction. 
This was highly irregular, to say 
the least. 

The Shasta County and Vicinity 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council consulted the California 
State Federation of Labor about 
obtaining an appeal on this case. 
The federation asked the tenth 
regional board for the reasons on 
which the board had based its de- 


cision to reject the wage increase_ 


approval. These reasons were not 
forthcoming. The federation then 
appealed the case to the national 
war labor board, together with the 
Shasta County and Vicinity Build- 
ing and Construction Trades Coun- 
cil and the Atkinson Kier contrac- 
tors, the employers involved. 

In a very short time the federa- 
tion and the other parties involved 
were informed that the request for 
an appeal was rejected. 
were given, and to this day the 
three parties concerned in applying 
for the appeal are completely in 
the dark as to why the national 
war labor board rejected the ap- 
peal, 

Failing to obtain this most 
elementary kind of satisfaction, 
the craftsmen engaged on the 
Keswick dam were very indig- 
nant, and after holding meet- 
ings decided to notify the 
NLRB. in line with the re- 
quirements of the Smith-Con- 
nally bill, that a strike vote had 
been decided upon on the proj- 
ect. These craftsmen rightfully 
refuse to work for 12% cents 
an hour less than the higher 
rate they can get by going 
across the street. 

As a result of this bungling and 
incomprehensible action on the part 
of the board the employers, who 
have and still want to act fairly in 
the matter, are threatened with a 
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This case is typical of many 
others which are forcing interrup- 
tion of work due to no fault of 
either the union or the employer 
involved. 

Why the board has failed to ex- 


plain its decision, why it has ig- 
nored the fact that according to 
its own formula it is within the | 


rights of the union to wipe out 
wage inequalities for 
dustry in a given area, and why 
this formula fails to apply in this 
particular case remain a mystery. 


| Such abuses of its own policy and 


such a complete ignoring of the 
rights of the workers involved can 
only discredit the war labor board 
in the eyes of the members of 
organized labor. 

There have been numerous other 
cases of a similar nature in which 
employers have agreed to wage in- 


creases asked by the unions to 


|eorrect wage inequalities and make 


other adjustments in line with the 
war labor board's policy, yet were 
denied the right to grant this wage 
increase by action of the board 

eases the board's decision

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The only conclusion that an 

unprejudiced person can arrive 
at is that the decisions of the 
board are subject to political 
pressure, which is not a fair 
and equitable manner of apply- 
ing any pregram. That the war 
labor board has seen fit to re- 
main blind to the spiraling cost 
of living while insisting upon 
holding down the lid on wage 
adjustments is in itself a posi- 
tion that cannot possibly be 
supported by its victims, who, 
in this case, are the wage 
earners. 
If the board is to act in such an 
arbitrary manner and refuse to let 
unions know why their wage re- 
quests, approved by the employers, 
rejected; if the board is to per- 
mit third parties to participate in 
hearings in which their interests 
are not involved; and if the board 
is intent on behaving like a tight- 
rope walker while juggling its de- 
cisions because of political weight, 
then it is contributing to a rapidly 
accumulating indignation on the 
part of the wage earners which will 
translate itself into action that will 
not help the war effort. 

3ecause of these abuses and this 
unfair policy, the federation feels 
obliged to pull down the curtain on 
a situation that growing more 
and more intolerable, and is going 
to demand that a more equitable 
and realistic policy be immediately 
applied by the board. Immediate 
reforms must be made so that 
eases like the Keswick dam will 
not be repeated. The war labor 
board should be big enough to 
acknowledge these serious defects 
and take steps at once to rectify 
them. Unless this is done the fed- 
eration will not be responsible for 
what will follow.

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MINORITIES MAY ASK STRIKE VOTE, 


BIDDLE RULES ON SMITH-CONNALLY ACT 


Attorney General Biddle ruled in an official opinion that 
under the Smith-Connally act representatives of minority groups 
of employes have the right to petition for a strike vote. 

Thus, as organized labor warned in advance, the stability of 
labor relattons in war production plants is seriously jeopardized | (a>0-m-0-emp 0 aw 0 aD 0-0 0 0S 0 POD Omi 


by application of this anti-strike 
law. 


The almost universal com- 
ment in the newspapers was 


that the law, as construed by 
Biddle, could not be enforced with- 
out endangering the war effort. 

It was pointed out that if even 
two or three employes in a plant 
wished to do so they could force a 
strike vote. 


Biddle said the language of 
the law was ambiguous and did 
not stipulate that a strike vote 
could be asked only by the col- 
lective bargaining representa- 
tives of the majority of the 
workers in a plant. 


Thus, troublemakers, not subject 
to union discipline, can disrupt con- 
ditions in vital war factories and 
cause constant turmoil. 

At the same time, the war labor 
board held that the Smith-Connally 
act did not intend to bar labor or 
employer members from sitting in 
judgment on cases involving affili- 
ates of national labor or business 
organizations. 

Under this ruling, the AFL mem- 
bers of the board may sit in cases 
involving AFL unions so long as 
they are not members or officers of 
the particular union involved.

“In each case he is obviously not 
an officer or employe of the union 
which is the party to the dispute, 
nor can he be said to be a repre- 
sentative of the party having that 
quality of direct interest in the out- 
come of the case that would serve 
to disqualify him. 

“Similarly, an industry member 
of the board would not be disquali- 
fied if he was an officer, employe 
or representative of a trade asso- 
ciation if the employer, party to 
the case was a member, but which 
had not acted in the matter on the 
employer’s behalf.”

Little Business Is 
Equal To Emergency 


Little business is not faring as 
| badly in the war emergency as had 
been suspected. In fact, it has 
|demonstrated by its grit and in- 
genuity that it is able to survive, 

| Failures with loss to creditors 
are now at the lowest point in 40 
} years. Last month only 265 firms 
went out of business through bank- 
ruptecy, according to Dun & Brad- 
street. This was an all-time low in 
|monthly figures stretching back to 
1894. It compares with 804 indus- 
trial and commercial failures in 
June, 1942, and 1,115 in the same 
month of 1940.
